dreds of foxes hela fn Gaptivity have 
died from some unknown cause. Many 
of these foxes were black, and in some 
cases, a8 high as $1,500 to $2,000 had 
been paid for them. One doaler who, 
it is said, could have sold his stock 
of foxes in July for $65,000, sold two 
weeks ago for less thar $36,000, the 
lutter price being, to some extent, 
due tothe decline {n prices, but also 
to the fact that many of, the animals 
had died in the neantime, Ine young 
liack fox, for which $1,600 had been 
paid, died five days after being placed 
in the corral, 

Owing to the decline in price, fully 
150 young foxes, all of the red variety, 
held captive in southern Yukon, have 
been turned vut to return t. their na- 
tive haunts in the wilds. Previous 
to sickness developing among foxes 
in captivity here, upwards of 200 
young ones had been shipped from 
Whitehorse «lone, to fox ranches in 


New Brunswick, Prince dward _Is- 
land, and to dealers near Boston, 


Mass. At present there are not over 
50 held in his locality. 

A number are experim.nting with 
mink farming, but great difficulty is 
experienced in keoping them, wire cor- 
rals offering litile resistance when 
they seek their freedom. 

Owners of black and silver gray fox- 
es are not discouraged over the slump 
in prices, but contend that they will 
be more valuable than ever within a 
few months.

DESCENDED FROM A DOG. 
Natives of Girara, New Guinea, Claim 
Lineage 


That 


Remarkable stories of the curious 
fatives infabiting Pepua and varigus 
ie of New G are related by 

. W. N, Beaver, resident magis- 
trate in the western division of New 
G who is ncw in England on 
leave. Mr. Benver has nine 
{ears in New Guinea, and for the past 

ive years has been in charge of the 
western district, comprising some 
80,000 square miles, and extending 
to the boundary of Dutch New Gul- 
hea, He has been engaged in all the 
important expeditions in that portion 
of the trrritory. Just before leav- 
ing Port Moresby he met Mr, John 
Henry Werner, who has been killed 
and eaten by the natives. Mr. Wer- 
ner, who was a middle-aged man, had 
just arrived from Australia, and told 
Mr. Beaver that he was then going 
on an expedition in search of radium 
in the Gulf division of Papua, part 
of which ts very wild. 

‘Two of the most interesting expedi- 
tions in which Mr. Beaver took part 
were to the Girara country, which, 
for three parts of the year, is almost 
entirely su*nerged. The inhabitants 
are practically unknown, and in aig 


ceremonies and customs are quite dis- 
tinct from other New Guinea natives, 

The expedition was despatched to 
punish the people for a number of 
murders committed in an inter-tribal 
raid. In conversation with a Reuter’s 
representative, Mr. Beaver gave some 
interesting particulars of these people 
who, he s..id, claim descent from a 
dog. They possess five totems which 
are drawn on all their houses. Their 
villages are erected on hillocks so as 
to be clear of the water, and the 
people of each villago inhabit one 
large common house, sometimes as 
much as four to five hundred feet 
long and sixiy to eighty feet in 
width, The centre of this huge build- 
ing is a kind of common hall which is 
only used by the men while the walls 
of the structure are divided into cu- 
bicles in three or four floors, access to 
witch is gained by means of ladders. 

The women are not allowed to en- 
ter the building by the same door as 
the men, These Girara people, though 
head hunters, are not canniba.s. The 
men have a curious habit of dressing 
their hair on their faces, so that it 
appears like a length of rope. The 
Girara, who are the only people in 
Papua who cover their heads, wear 
head-dress consisting of a fibre hat. 

Mr. Beaver states that a great deal 

sorcery prevafs in the western 
division. In the wilder parts of the 
‘ountry the chief is himself a head 
sorcerer. He claims to be able to 
separate his spirit from his body, and 
o send it on various missions, in- 
‘luding that of killing peopie. Quite 
recently a number of sorcerers went 

* night to the house of a native on 
whom they cast spell by pointing 
at him a human vone. They after- 
wards murdered their victim, and 
after his burial dug up the graves 
eating portions. of the body for pur- 
poses of sorcery. 

To the west of the Fly River there 
is a general belief in a kind of clair- 
voyance. Mr. Beaver also recently 
explored a large tract of country in 
Dutch New Guinea where the major- 
itt of the people had never before 
been visited. These were very priml- 
tive folk, armed with bows and 
arrows. They assume a fierce aspect 
yy inserting kangaroo claws in their 
‘ostrils and by wearing in their hair 

rtificial tails extending te their 

‘ists. In one district, near Daru, 

is the custom ‘> brand, by means of 
t mark on the shoulder or breast, 

irl childre. with the mark of the 
ian they are subsequently to marry.

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MURDER TRIALS. 


Historic Implement Will Be Placed In! Holland Has » System of Itp Own For 


British Museum. 

The mayoral seal of the Empire's 
capital —- old London —- which has 
been in use since 1381, has been re- 
placed, and is to be exhibited in the 
British Museum, 

When seals go out of use it is cus- 
tomary to cut a thick grove acrors 
the face of them so that further ure 
may be obsolutely prevented, but In 
this case the aldermen. were 80 munch 
alive to the historic value of the seal 
that they would not allow It to be 
actually defaced. 

In order to remove the seal from 
use, however, it was cerémonially tap- 
ped with a small hammer—of course, 
without any Injury to the marki - 
and from that moment the new 1 
took its official place. E 

The reason why the seal has beén 
withdrawn from use and a duplicate 
supplied is that it may be preserved 
from further wear. It was discovered 
a short time ago that the seal con- 
tains, as the lower part of its design, 
the earliest known representation of 
tae City Arms -— the Cross of St. 
George with the Sword of St. Paul. 
The discovery was recognized to be of 


particular importance in view of the 


fact that Sir William Walworth, may- 
or of London in 1831, killed Wat 
Tyler with a dagger in Smithfields. 

Now there fs still current a legend 
that the ‘dagger’ was added to the 
City arms to commemorate this 
event. However, the mayoral seal can 
be proved to have been made certain- 
ly two months, probably six months 
before the death of Wat Tyler. 

But, besides the fact that the seal 
disproves this legend, it was recog- 
niged that the earliest record of the 
‘City arms ought to be preserved with- 
out fear of the further defacing due 
to constant use. The inscription round 
the seal is already practically 
obliterated, no full letters remain, 
and if the seal were not withdrawn 
from use the incisions would un- 
doubtedly lose their clearness in 
time, 

There are other very !ntereting cir- 
cumstances connected with the seal. 
The preservation up to the present 
date is in itself extraordinary for the 
reason that ‘'t bears the images of 
St. Thomas a Becket and St. Paul, 
and Henry VIII. ordered the destruc- 
tion of St. Thomas a Becket’s im- 
ages and pictures throughout the 
whole realm. 

When this order went forth, the 
reverse of the common seal of the 
City of London—-which also bore the 
inscription: ‘‘Cease not, Thomas, to 
guard me who brought thee forth,” 
referring to St. Thomas’ birth in the 
eity—was destroyed. How, then, did 
the mayoral seal escape? It presum- 
ably escaped destruction owing to an 
error in the official records relating 
in the seal, in which St. Thomas a 
Becket was called throughout St. 
Peter. 

There is little doubt that Henry 
VIII.’s officers would have destroyed 
this seal but for this lucky error. The 
figure called St. Peter on the seal is 
undoubtedly *St. Thomas a Becket 
since he wears the mitre. 

The seal isa piece of very beautl- 
ful, deeply cut, Gothic work in sil- 
ver, mounted on an iron boss, which 
was attached to the sealing press 
when documents were sealed. 

The new seal is a precise duplicate 
xcept that two small Tudor roses 
have been put underneath the portion 
containing the City Arms, to distin- 
fuish it from the disused seal. In 
1381 the officials of the city reported 
that the old maycral seal was ‘‘too 
small and rude and ancient, and un- 
becoming and derogatory from the 
honor of the City,”” and recommended 
that ‘‘the new seal of honorable as- 
pect and work of art which the mayor 
has had made” should be substituted 
for it. The substitution was made, 
and after 581 years the seal still 
shows its admirable workmanship. 


Beginnings In Authorship. 

The first appearance in print of 
that successful author, Mr. Arthur 
Pendennis, was a poem written to 
natch an engraving which the pro- 
yrietor of a magazine found unex- 
ectedly thrown on his hands, M. 
Tules Claretie’s first novel was com- 
posed under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances, Edmond— Dentu, 4 
prominent publisher under the Se- 
‘ond Empire, had widely advertised 
a novel entitled ‘‘Une Drolesse,”’ by a 
writer who signed herself Comtesse 
Dash, On the eve of publication the 
'ady wanted the title altered. The 
nublisher refused to make any 
thange, and in order not to wasie 
aoney, hunted around for an author 
capable of furnishing within four 
weeks a novel which the title would 
fit. M, Claretie undertook the task, 
and finished it well within the stipu- 
lated time.-London Chronicle, 


A Lucky Englishman, 

An Englishman is one of the lucky 
prize winners in the Spanish Christ- 
mas lottery. The first prize, com- 
monly called “El Gordo,” consisting 
of 6,000,000 pesetas, was won by an 
inhabitant of Madrid, who bought 
the ticket on Oct, 27, The name of 
its fortunate possessor has not yet 
transpired. The second prize, 3,000,- 
000 pesetas (about £120,000), has 
fallen to No. 2,137. This ticket was 
purchased by the Madrid bankers, 
Messrs. Sainz and Sons, as far back 
as Aug. 29. The purchase was ef- 
fected for an English client, and the 
ticket was sent t@London. The third 
ind fourth prizes of 2,000,000 pese- 
as and 1,000,000 pesetas have fallen 
to Barcelona and Madrid respec- 
tively. ” 


Richest Church Site, 


Another very interesting London 
building which ts threatened with de- 
nolition is the church of St, Margar- 
et’s, Lothbury, situated at the back 
of the Bank of England. The land 
on which St, Margaret's stands ts 
worth several pounds a square foot, 
neing the richest church site in Lon- 
lon, The original St. Margaret's was 
erected in the reign of Edward II, It 
was destroyed in the Great Fire, and 
rabuilt by Wren 


Dispensing Justice. 

A learned and capable jurist has as- 
sertod that the 'rench method of legal 
procedure, which, contrary to our own, 
prosiimes an indicted person guilty un- 
til he is proved innocent, comes nearer 
dispensing actual justice than our own 
system, 

But tn Holland the courts have, in 
some respects, a better system than 
that of the French. The accused in 
every case has the benefit of the doubt, 
and circumstantial evidence as the 
only foundation for a plea of convic- 
tion is in disfavor, 

The Dutch do not have juries, and 
there !s no battle of wits among coun- 
sel. All questions, whether by the 
prosecution or the attorney for the ac- 
cused, are put to the witness through 
the judge after he has weighed the jus. 
tice of the interrogation, 

This feature of their system has 
some pronounced advantages over our 
own. It eliminates the practice of con- 
fusing the witness or the accused by 
misleading questions. It renders im- 
possible the abominable practice in our 
courts known as the “browbeating” of 


“witnesses, which unfortunately is per- 


mitted to an extent that causes the in- 
telligent observer’s blood to boil at 
times because of !fts unfairness and 
cruelty. It makes the solemn business 
of dispensing Justice a common trade 
instead of a heavenly vocation.—Sioux 
City Tribune. 


VENUS HOT AND COLD. 


One Half the Planet Burns, While the 
Other Half Always Freezes. 
Venus, the “evening star” of the po 
ets, the most brilliant object in our 
western sky, that planet which re 
volves around the sun in a path inside 
ours, must if inhabited have beings ot 
a very different type from ourselves, 
for Venus bas alwuys had one heml- 
sphere turned toward the sun and one 
turned away from it. Consequently It 
is always daytime and summer on 
one-half of Venus, always night ana 

winter on the other half. 

As Venus, ts more than 23,000,000 
miles nearer the sun than we are, 1! 
must be twice as hot on her day side 
as it ever is at our equator. And ou 
her night side, where a ray of sun 
light has never shone, it must be sv» 
cold that the air is liquefied, if not 
solidified. There must be a constant 
aprush of hot alr from the scorchea 
surface and a corresponding inrush ot 
icy air from the frigid side. Along the 
boundary between the two hemi- 
spheres this must cause a violent and 
perbaps almost perpetual rainfall. 

Seen through a small telescope or 
field glass Venus often appears like a 
crescent. Then are visible the pro- 
jJections that can be nothing but moun- 
tains of great height.—New York 
World.

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KING GEORGE AS FARMER. 


His Majesty Had Thirty-Five Entries 
In Smithfield Show. 


The crowned heads of Britain, for 
many years, have recognized the fact 
that agriculture is the basis of a coun- 
try’s prosperity. 

For several years past many of the 
big prizes at the Smithfield Show, 
London, have been awarded to the 
farmer sovereign, whose exhibits are 
always a feature of the show. 

ven as far back as 1800, King 
George Ill. was an exhibitor at the 
great show, but failed to secure a 
prize. Six years later, the Duke of 
York was successful. Queen Victoria 
won many trophies, being awarded 
the Champion Cup for the best beast 
in the show im 1883, 1889, 1890, 
1895, and 1899, and it may be inci- 
dentally mentioned, that by her com- 
mand no exhibit that has not been 
bred on one of the royal farms has 
been exhibited by the sovereign, since 
the year 1890. 

King Edward won the champion- 
ship of the cattle section in 1874, and 
the Cup for the best pen of sheep in 
1885; while our present King won 
the championship for pigs in 1895, 
and the Prince Consort a gold medal 
for pigs in 1859. 

Nor has the Smithfield Club lacked 
royal support from other points of 
view, as King Edward was their pres- 
ident In 1875, 1883, and again at the 
Centennary Show in 1898; while 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh occu- 
pied the position in 1887 and H.R.H. 
Prince Christian, who is a constant 
exhibitor, in 1893. 

At the recent show, Windsor, San- 
dringham and Balmoral were all re- 
presented, the royal entries totalling 
thirty-five. King George inspected all 
his entries, and handled many of 
them. 

Perhaps the King chiefly differed 
from more specialist exhibitors, in 
the particular interest he took-in the 
nen who tended his stock. As he 
stroked the forehead of his beautiful 
shorthorn heifer he inquired of the 
herdsman how many years he had 
served at Windsor; d if ever a 
Scotsman rolled his “T's” it was that 
herdsman when he replied with ob- 
vious pride, ‘‘Nearly thirty years.” 
But in those thirty years he had 
never seen Windsor so unrivalled. 

Someone propounded the theory 
that the soil of Windsor, which used 
to produce the best English oak 
trees, must have similar properties in 
stock production. Out of twelve en- 
tries from Windsor three special- 
breed cups won in Devons, Herefords, 
and Shorthorns—of which the first 
two are sometimes supposed to need 
west-country air — and seven first 
prizes and two seconds, The San- 
dringham farm won a few firsts: 
principally in small classes for smal! 
cattle, kerries and crossbreds of this 
breed. 

The King again and again laughed 
heartily throughout his extended tour 
of the show. He merrily urged his 
shepherds who were holding his pen 
of Southdowns, to use their best de- 
vices when it came to a contest with 
the pen of Hampshires which were 
known to be dangerous rivals, as they 
proved. 

The immense zeal of the guardians 
of some of the stocks to show their 
animals to the best advantage before 
the King produced an almost em- 
barrassing situation in the Gilbey 
Hall, which was devoted to machin 
ery and pigs. 

As soon as the King, accompanied 
by Sir Bowen Bowen-Jones, this 
year’s president, appeare. in the hall 
almost all the prize pigs were roused 
from their recumbent ease by vigor- 
ous slaps with flat “bats” that are 
the technical weapon. White pigs 
and black pigs and red pigs at once 
started such a chorus of protest, some 
upsetting their troughs and shaking 
the flour from their ‘‘fleeces,” that 
the spick-and-span Gilbey Hall might 
have been an Irish fair and so it con- 
inued. 


Somebody Guessed Right. 
The 


Cheddar cheese which is 
brought into the rooms at Simpson's 
“heapside, London, each day at 


lunch time, had its heigtt, girth and 
weight, correctly guessed by one of 


the diners the other day. The meas- 
urements were: Height 13 3-4 
inches, girth 28 8-4 inches, and 


weight 241-2 pounds. This feat has 
only been accomplished nine times 
in twenty years. Old city men who 
have lunched regularly at the same 
restaurant for forty years make the 
three guesses each day, The cheese 
is brought in on a foot-high revoly- 
ing pedestal, and placed in front of 
the chairman. Each guest is sup- 
plied wiih a slip of paper on which 
to record his guesses, and whenever 
any one succeeds the proprietor asks 
all the guests to drink the health of 
the winner in champagne. The cus- 
tom is believed to be nearly two 
hundred years old, and before the 
luncheon, for which sixty-five placea 
are set at three tables, the chairman 
invariably says grace.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Flat Foot. 

The early pain of flat foot can 
be quieted by having both sole 
and heel of the shoe made 
wedge shaped, with the thick 
edge on the inner side. That 
throws the weight of the body 
on the outer side of the fvot. 
Sometimes the sufferer has to 
have an “arch” fn the sole of 
the shoe, but be had better do 
without it if he can and discard 
it o8 soon as the arch ceases to 
show signs of giving way. Cold 
douches or alternate cold and 
hot douches will also strengthen 
the fibrous structures that nor- 
mally hold up the arch of the 
fvot. 


CHAMBERS OF HORRORS. 


Two Famous Tower of London Dun- 
geons to Be Exhibited. 

The dungeons of the White tower 
and the Bloody tower, two of the most 
Interesting parts of the Tower of Lon- 
don, will be thrown open to the publi¢e 
for the first time within the next few 
months, and the prison's torture cham- 
ber will be seen for the first time ta 
all its eerle and mysterious gloom. 

In the wall dividing the two dun- 
geons is the narrow black cage, like @ 
recess, in which Guy Fawkes was im- 
mured between periods of torture on 
the rack, and all about the walls are 
hanging the instruments of torture— 
thumbserews, temple bands, securing 
irons and a rack. Only a few yards 
away from the well of the Tower ina 
dungeon is a small, domelike recess, 
where the gallant and unfortunate 
Walter Raleigh spent ten years of his 
life, and, as if by the irony of fate, al- 
most overlooking the spot is a model 
of Queen Elizabeth, wearing the gor- 
geous state robes in which she went to 
St. Paul's to celebrate the triumph of 
her fleet over the Spanish armada. 

Seven hundred Jews once sought 
refuge from a London mob in the dun- 
geons and spent long days and nights 
in darkness, liuddled together, until 
they crept out and sought safety else 
where. 

While a good part of the Tower bas 
been open to the public for a long 
time, still many of the historical parts 
are always closed.—New York Tribune 


OXYGEN FOR THE INSANE. 


New Treatment That Is Said to Yield 
Remarkable Results. 

A new and extraordinary use for 
oxygen has just been found by Dr. 
Toulouse, chief physician of the Ville- 
juif insane asylum. He finds it a most 
valuable aid in the treatment of mad- 
ness. 

Dr. Toulouse makes certain that the 
oxygen in tfie steel cylinders in which 
he receives it is pure and free from 
nitrogen; then he fills small glass flasks 
with !t A rubber bulb enables him 
to regulate the pressure in the flasks, 
und a rubber tube connects these with 
: fine hypodermic needle. Through 
this 250 cubic centimeters of oxygen 
are injected under the skin. 

A physician who has watched the 
operation and its effects upon patients, 
reporting his observations for Nature 
of Paris, says the results are remark« 
ible among patients in a condition of 
tcute mental confusion, who are ak 
ways greatly improved and often cure@ 
entirely by a few Injections. The ex 
cited and victims of insomnia become 

alm and lucid. 

In cases of acute mania, dementia, 
epileptic fils and certain cases of me 
incholia good results have been ob 
tained. The oxygen treatment is now 
heing trled upon other forms of Ly 
sanity. 


The Germ of Smallpox. 

The germ of smallpox, a protozoan 
so infinitesimal that it bas passed 
through the minutest filters and es 
caped the trained gaze of microscopists 
for decades, has been finally discover- 
ed by Dr. Walter Fornet, staff physi- 
clan at the Kaiser Wilhelm academy. 
Dr. Fornet claims not only to have 
discovered the germ, but to be able to 
propagate it. This means, we are told, 
that it will henceforth not be neces- 
sary to inoculate a calf or cow with 
smallpox virus in order to obtaim 
lymph for vaccination and conse 
quently that a pure culture can be ob} 
tained. The lymph won by present 
methods contains numerous bacterta, 
which must be exterminated before 
it can be used for vaccination.—New 
York Press. 


The Philosopher's Stone, 
Professor Soddy makes the assertion 
boldly that {t is only a question of ap- 
plication to change lead into gold He 
Says that, while now we can only 
work with electricity at 100,000 volts, 
it is only a matter of perfecting the 
method to be able to work at ten times 
that voltage, when the baser metats 
ean be changed Into the more pregous.
